OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 17.—First def- 


inite tidings that the world has .re- 
ceived from Vllhjalmar Stefansson, tht 
Arctic explorer, for a year and a half, 
were received today by the naval de- 
partment, which Bent him and his com- 
panions on their perilous trip to-the 
frozen north. The tidings were meagre 
but sufficient to show that ha and his 
companions are safe. 


Stefansson's advices came from Nome, 


Alaska, In the form of 
a message, 


signed by himself and despatched from 
Balllle islands on Aug. 31. The me* 
sage follows: 
"As unavoidable delays 
threatened 


and the running cost of chartering Po- 
lar Bear was high, I purchased her! 
and engaged her on terms similar to 
Karluk. 
Engaged Hoff, engineer of 


schooner Ruby, to take place of Blue 
of Alaska. Engaged five extra help- 
ers for southern parts who have am- 
ple outfit for one year and Polar Bear 
for two years. Plan continue north- 
ern explorations to 145 west and 82 
north If northerly course is secured.' 


StefansEon's determination to pro- 


ceed with his explorations, despite the 
loss of the Karluk, the chief . vessel 
in his original expedition, shows the 
calibre of the man arid this news was 


received with gratification by officials 
jere. 
The Polar Bear, engaged by 


him in place b£ the Karluk, is a well 
known and tried Arctic vessel and ho 
seems to liavo gathered supplies for 
a furtheV stay of two years in the Arc- 
tic zone. ~' 
Balllie Islands from which Stefans- 


son's message is dated, are east'of the 
mouth of the' Mackenzie river towards 
Banks Island, and lio in latitude 70 
north, longitude 127 west. The coasts 
of Baillle Islands which are separated 
from Cape Bathurst by a narrow chan- 
nel, are so flat that the few boats that 
have' reached there hav« had to an- 
chor nearly a mile from the beach.

alarm found smoke pouring from the 
sixth floor of the big storehouse.

Commencing January 1, 1016, a. min- 


imum wage of {?,EC per week for gills 
and women employed in retail stores 
of Massachusetts goes Into effect, ac- 
cording to a decree issued by the min- 
imum wage commission a few days 
ago. There Is no exemption for retail 


' stoics of any description, though the 
(Ive-and-len-cent stores made a strong 
jirotest'whlch was set aside and whol- 
ly disregarded. 
An employe must be 


IS years of age or over and musl have 
had one year's experience before com- 
ing under the $8.60 provision; Inex- 
perienced female workers ot' the same 


' age may be paid ?7; minors may be 


paid a minimum of $5 a week If under 
17 and $6 a week i£ between the ago 
of 17 and 16. 


It cannot surely be said that either 


the rate of £5 for minors or iho rate 
ot 5S.60 for experienced workers is un- 
just, but nevertheless the new law will 
cause a revolution in the management 
of many stores. There are stores In 
this city and in every lar^e city where 
scores of girb; receive a weekly wase 
nearer to 53 than to $5. and where af- 
ter a girl reaches 
the magnlllcent 


weekly .wage, of 54 she is dropped on 
some pretext so that a less expensive 
beginner may be worked 
In. These 


are the stores that will be hardest hit 
by the decree of tue minimum wage 
commission 
and there will be little 


public regret for the confusion 
and 


reorganization that it will entail. 


It is very .significant that after the 


protest of a representative of the 
Woolworth 
five-and-ten-cent 
^stores 


the commission went on record 
ns 


stating: 
"At these hearings no evl- 


'. donee was submitted 
which showed 


that the financial condition of the re- 
tail stores will not permit paying the 
recommended rates." One of the com- 
missioners declared emphatically that 
a company which could erect a great 
show building in New York at the cost 
of millions could afford to pay a living 
wage to Its women and girl employes. 
The chain of stores of such a company 
will lie hit hardest by the decree, but 
they have invited state interference by 
a heartless and unjust system of un- 
dor-pnyment of girl employes. 


Whether in ihe greatest dry goods 


store in the c'ountry or in the so-called 
ten-cent stores every girl who works 
there is entitled to 
a 
living 
wngc.

The department of health has caused 


the question submitted to be consid- 
ered by Its engineer and has examined 
the plans and information presented.

considered the plans and other infor- 
mation presented herewith. 


'Iho plans provide, for connections 


at the present time to be located at 
three points, viz, one at Kast Merri- 
mack street near the Concord river 
between the Prescott spinning mill and 
the new mill of the Massachusetts cot- 
ton mills, one in J.ickson street oppo- 
site the Appleton company's coal ehed, 
and the third at the corner of Raw 
and Hall streets. 
Memoranda as to 


the proposed connections and the main- 
tenance thereof are submitted with 
your application.

Commissioner Cannichael.) 


The department of health has caused 


the question submitted to be consid- 
ered by Its engineer and has examined 
the plans and Information presented. I', 
is desirable that, if practicable with 
safety to the health of the city, some 
means should be provided whereby the 
two pipe systems, those of the city 
of Lowell and those of the Proprietors 
of the Locks & Canals, could be avail- 
able to the fullest practicable, extent, 
for use in case of fire in the city of 
Lowell. 


The plan presented appears to this 


department to 
provide a practicable 


and reasonably safe method by which 
the pressure in the water supply sys- 
tem of the Locks & Canals, can be sup- 
plemented from the pipes of the city 
of Lowell in case of a draft at the 
time of a fire greater than the Locks 
& Canals' mains are capable- of sup- 
plying without serious loss of head. 
The plan of the proposed connection 
In East Merrimack street, which is to 
he followed in the construction of the 
other connections, appears to the de- 
partment to be a suitable one to adopt.
